Bewildered England 


By RALPH PERRIN FORSTER 

Day to day we live here in England in an 
atmosphere of almost complete uncertainty 
and of nearly utter bewilderment. An air of 
unreality surrounds the complacent utterances 
of cabinet ministers. Questions and still more 
questions are on everybody's lips and there only 
seem to be contradictions for the answers. Here 
are some of the questions which seem to make 
up most of the conversations. 


Spain is to the forefront at the moment. 
How is that if Italy and Germany under the 
non-intervention agreement can continuously 
supply men and arms to the Franco side why 
can't we or France supply the Government side? 
How is it that we are preparéd to make a loan 
to an anti-German-Italian-Japan Axis power, 
as we have done to the democracy of China, and 
yet refuse to help another anti-Axis non- 
Fascist power like Spain Are we on the side 
of the Democracies or the Dictators? All the 
answers given seem to be mutually contradic- 
tory. 

England is still a sea-minded country. 
Pirate submarines sinking British ships in the 
Mediterranean resulted in the Nyon Agreement 
to sink submarines on sight and the piracy 
stopped at once. Why do we submit to 
piratical air bombing of British ships by the 
Italians and Germans and not take similar 
action? 

Everyone is at heart bewildered about 
“peace” and rearmament. Mr. Chamberlain 
came home from Munich with “peace” in one 
hand, and with an accelerated rearmament 
program in the other. Which is the reality and 
which the illusion? Here people are still 
allowed to read and to think and to say what 
they think. They wonder what is back of the 
Prime Minister's two references to criticism of 
the Government; in the House, when he came 
back from Munich, he used the phrase about 
“fouling one’s own nest” and at Birmingham on 
January 28th he feelingly mentioned the 
riticism his policy received in this country.

Now that Herr Hitler has admitted he had 
ordered an invasion of Czecho-Slovakia for Oct. 
2, the while he was making professions of peace- 
ful intent to Chamberlain—giving assurance that 
mobilization was only for rehearsal purposes in 
connection with the German autumn manoeuvres 
—naval interest is aroused in 
his announcement that Ger- 
many will increase her U-boat 
tonnage to that of Great Bri- 
tain. In number of units, German submarines 
now outnumber those of Great Britain—the Ger- 
man subs being of small tonnage for service in 
the Baltic and North Sea, while Britain builds 
ocean-going submarines. 

Under the Anglo-German pact of 1937, Ger- 
many agreed not to exceed 45 per cent of the 
British submarine tonnage unless a situation 
arose in which she felt herself compelled to ex- 
ceed that ratio, when she would notify the 
British government. 

Presumably, Germany now intends to build 
ocean-going submarines. But what “situation” 
calls for this decision, remains a mystery to offi- 
cial quarters. 

Methods evoived during the Great War, and 
mechanisms since perfected, have removed the 
“submarine menace” to merchant shipping. Sub- 
marines can't be used in any Drang nach Osten. 
Nor can a population butter its bread with them.

BIG SUBS FOR 
THE REICH 


Writing a few weeks ago about old Samuel 
Pepys, his slide-rule and his novel idea for com- 
batting the Plague of London with mighty chews 
of strong naval tobacco, I ventured the assertion 
that the diarist, known chiefly for his self-con- 
fessed frailties and his phrases “my wife, poor 
wretch,” and “and so to bed,” 
performed a notable work 
in his later life in the building 
up of the British Navy. Now 
comes a volume from the Cambridge University 
Press from the pen of Arthur Bryant, named 
“Samuel Pepys—The Saviour of the Navy.” 
According to Mr. Bryant, Hitler’s screeches may 
well be directed towards this seventeenth cen- 
tury chronicler of life in England. 

In this book, the prudent libertine becomes a 
man of affairs. Pepys still has an appraising eye 
for the wenches and a warm love of old friends 
and old times, but years and responsibilities have 
seasoned him. There are fewer spicy entries in 
the diary, but as Secretary to the Admiralty in 
James II's turbulent reign, Pepys in his fifties is 
running the Navy with an eye for economy and 
efficiency. He visits Spain and thinks it would 
be.a very good thing were Britain to have 
Gibraltar, now that it is vacating its stronghold 
at Tangiers. He wants to give his country the 
kind-of navy that will enable Engiand to amass 
an empire. 

he fame of Samuel Pepys as the greatest of 
all diarists has detracted from recognition of his 
efficient work in helping lay the foundations of 
Britain's modern navy. Yet it will always be 
as a diarist that Pepys will have enduring fame 
—a fame that may be renewed in this generation 
at an early date by a complete edition of the 
famous diary—the first unexpurgated edition of 
the diary ever published.

Sir Robert Borden, in his mem- 
oirs, tells of an umusual incident 
which took place in the House of 
Commons on Feb. 20, 1913. The 


| public accounts committee was in- 


vestigating payments to the Dia- 
mond Light and Heating Company 
of Montreal and it appeared by the 
evidence that $41,026 had been paid 
for the purpose of procuring con- 
tracts from the Dominion govern- 
ment for some $117,000. R. C. Mil- 
ler, who had been president of the 
cdmpany, refused to state to whom 
the money had been paid. On Feb 
17, Mr. Middlebro, chairman of the 
committee, had brought this con- 
tumacy to the attention of the 
House of Commons and on his mo- 
tion, Miller attended at the bar of 
the House the next day. He was 
accompanied by counsel, who de- 


clared that Miller declined to 
answer the question put for the 
reason that it would incriminate 


him. This answer was insufficient 
as under the Jaw any answer that 
a witness might give to such a 
question was privileged. 

It was, therefore, ordered that 
Miller should be taken into cus- 
tody and the Speaker's warrant 
was issued, On Feb- 20 Miller, in 
custody of the sergeant at arms, 
was brought before the bar of the 
House and the question was again 
put to him. He proceeded to make 
a long statement and a lively de- 
bate ensued, mostly between legal 
;experts on both sides. 

“Sir Wilfrid Laurier, always 
mindful of the dignity of the House 
and determined to uphold its 
powers, brushed aside the conten- 
|tions of Mr. Pugsley and Mr. Car- 
vell by his concurrence in the 
Opinion expressed by Mr. Doherty, 
to whom he offered warm con- 
gratulations. At the end he sug- 
gested that it was a serious thing 
fo send a respectable citizen to 
jail or to keep him within the 
precincts of the House and he 
thought I would be well advised 
to take the matter into further 
consideration. The motion declar- 
ing Miller to be guilty of contempt 


| was carried upon division, and on 


my motion Miller was brought to 
the bar to hear the judgment of 
the House. He remained in jail 
until prorogation (June 6) still 
persisting in his refusal to answer.”

Sent Constable 


An interesting relic of the Crim- 
ean war was received by John 
Quarton, night constable at Lloyd:

the British army as a drummer boy 
in 1853.

In 
1854 he went to the Crimea and if 
was there that he received the 
medal from a Russian officer as a 
reward for bringing him a drink 
of water when lying wounded on 
the battlefield.
